Consequently the future is filled with 


gloom and doubt for The Snn's financial 
editor, who is in favor of the gold 
standard. 
He iiiid others who ugree 


with him have been declaring that it 
was simply impossible that the people 
could bo induced to overthrow the gold 
standard. The very idea -was preposter 
ous. What! Taraish the cation's "hon- 
or," violate the public "faith," dis- 
turb a "sound" currency for the mere 
sate of permanent, prosperity? Why, the 
people would never think of sneh a 
thing! 


But now all this is changed. The 


Sun perceives very clearly that the Re- 
publicans have staked their whole fn 
ture on the Dingley monstrosity — on 
the proposition that higher taxation for 
the benefit of a few manufacturers will 
restore prosperity. 
"Unfortunately the 


efficiency of the new tariff in restoring 
prosperity," says our contemporary, 
"is conjectural. " This is a mild way of 
putting a fact, bat it will do. The Sun 
says that if the measure succeeds in its 
advertised purposes, "the domination 
of the party now in power and the main- 
tenance of the gold standard are as- 
sured for another presidential term: if 
it fails" — and here comes our contem- 
porary's confession — ' 'a Democratic vic- 
tory iu 1900 is possible, and with it the 
overthrow of the gold standard and tho 
substitution in its place of that of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 to 1."

While qxiito a boy I knew a horse of 


•Jach htunor and mtulhgcnce that he 
gave me a high opinion of horses in 
general. Somehow die tricks of old Ball 
ltd me to cosjsider horses as almost of 
kin to human beings, and I have always 
talked to them and treated them ac- 
cordingly. Bull, a fine animal belong- 
ing to iny uncle, who lived on <« farm 
adjoining ours, was a i-orrel horse of 
good size and especially fine head, with 
heavy neck and shonlders. He had done 
a great deal of farm work in his time, 
but -was now too old for anything hut 
occasional light service, so he usually 
had the range of a pasture in front of 
the house, that reached up to the yard 
fence.

In 1859 The Atlantic Monthly passed 


into the hands of Ticknor & Fields, the 
junior publisher becoming finally its 
editor. It was a change of much impor 
tance to all its contributors and greatly 
affected my own literary life, Lowel 
had been, of course, an appreciative 
and a sympathetic editor, yet Fields hac 
the advantage over .Lowell of being both 
editor and publisher, so that he had 
free hand as to paying for articles. The 
prices then paid were lower than sow, 
bat were raised steadily, and ho first in 
troduced tho practice of paying for each 
manuscript on acceptance.
